Applicants argue on page 2 of the Remarks stating that "the ratio set forth (by Bolorforosh) is the ratio of the fundamental 
receive signal to the harmonic receive signal. ..the ratio itself is not a ratio of a first image and a second image. Rather, the ratio is a set 
of the fundamental and harmonic frequencies... The Bolorforosh reference does not form a ratio of image signals but rather a ratio of the 
fundamental frequency and the harmonic frequency which in turn forms the image." 

The examiner disagrees. 

As noted in the Final Rejection, Bolorforosh discloses fundamental receive signal (first image) and harmonic receive signal 
(second image) at col. 4 lines 17-26 and col. 6 lines 42-52. Bruijns discloses generating an image ratio of the first image (S1) and the 
second image (S2) (obtaining ratio by using quotient unit 17 at col. 6 lines 64-67). However, Bruijns does not expressly disclose the 
definition of a 'ratio." Bolorforosh does. See col. 6 lines 53-61. The examiner mentioned that it is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art that by definition ratio has a numerator and a denominator. Nonetheless, Bolorforosh discloses the definition of a ratio and adds a 
constant to the denominator to form a regularized ratio at col. 6 lines 53-61. This ratio (Bolorforosh) is computed for these two signals, 
which would be the same as the two images in Bruijns. The motivation to combine these two references was given in the Final Rejection 
and is not repeated here. 
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
